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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 , This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Figures 1-6 and 16-19 are directly related to a first embodiment of a receiver 
apparatus or method for digital signals of a prescribed baud rate transmitted by 
respective amplitude-modulated radio-frequency carriers through a medium subject to 
multipath distortion. Claims 24-26, 29-41 and 52-54 appear correspond to the first 
embodiment. 

Figures 2, 4-6, 8-9 and 20-21 are directly related to a second embodiment of a 
receiver apparatus or method for digital signals of a prescribed baud rate transmitted by 
respective amplitude-modulated radio-frequency carriers through a medium subject to 
multipath distortion. Claims 27-41 and 52-54 appear correspond to the second 
embodiment. 

Figures 10 and 1 1 are directly related to a third embodiment of a receiver 
apparatus for digital signals of a prescribed baud rate transmitted by respective 
amplitude-modulated radio-frequency carriers through a medium subject to multipath 
distortion. Claims 46-48 appear correspond to the third embodiment. 

Figure 12 is directly related to a fourth embodiment of a receiver apparatus for 
digital signals of a prescribed baud rate transmitted by respective amplitude-modulated 
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radio-frequency carriers through a medium subject to multipath distortion. Claims 49-51 
appear correspond to the fourth embodiment. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 29 and 52 are generic of either claim 24 
or claim 27.

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
